CIVIC LEGISLATORS. 

A. Lensrthy Heetlng of the Netf Board— 
The Maror'a Address. 

Tiio City Council of 1890 entered up- 
on their career last evening in a Uusiness- 
likc manner, which if adhered to dur- 
ing ttieir term of oflBce, will win for 
them the approbation of every ratepay- 
er. It was exactly 8 o'cloclc when his 
worship, the Mayor, took the chair; 
Aid. Holland, Robertson, Smith, Mo- 
Killicun, Wilson, Vigelius, Harrisonaud 
Goodncre being present. 

A gllK.STIOK OK LEGALITY. 

Before the mimiloa of tho last regular 
meeting had been conOnnod, Aid. Rob- 
ertson rose to comment on a little 
matter that had come to liis knowledge 
during tho week. He hud not known 
it when the assistant engineer of tlie 
fire department was appointed, but ho 
hud been informed that tliat officer was 
absent from the counti-y. .Sucl: being 
the. cose chero was a doubt in his mind 
that his eleot>i>n conld'ltfl- legal.- 

Aid. Wilson — Assistant Engineer 
Gowen got leave of absenoo before he 
went away. 

Aid. Vigeliua said that Mr. Gowen 
had been elected as assistant engiiioer 
by the people. About two inontliu ago 
lie asked leave of absence for two 
mouths in order to perfect Iiimself in 
his business. The time had just ex- 
pired, but Mr. Gowen hud written Chief 
Engineer Ueusy to say that he would be 
liome again in a week or ten days. This 
being tlie cose he did not think nny 
further action waa necessary. 

No furtlier objection was made and 
the minutes were continued. 

(?O.MMlTTKi; (!UAN<iIl,S. 

Aki. I^obertson uskcd permission of 
the council lo change coniniitlee work 
with Aid, Holland, allowing that gentle- 
man to take his position on tho street 
committee while he accepted Aid. Hol- 
land's place ou the water committee. 
On motion tlic change was made. 

Aid. McKillioan — 1 consider the mo- 
tion entirely out of order. 

Mayor tlrunt — Your are right, Aid. 
McKillican. If you iiad taken your 
point of order before the vote wua given 
I would have rnled in your favor; but a 
point of order cannot bo taken after a 
motion has been passed. 

TIIK .mayor's ADDRKSS, 

fore proceeding with the usual 
council business, Mayor (inini then took 
occasion to address the Council as fol- 
lows: He fell the greatest sstisfaction 
with the general prosperity of the city 
during the past year, and hoped for and 
expected a more marked and substuutial 
advance during the year to come. More 
progressive work hud been douein thecity 
during tho year just closed than in any 
other in Victoria's history, ami the 
outlook for 1890 was brigliter alill, if 
the people of Victoria were only true to 
tlieinselvea and used every elTort 
10 improve their city, by seconding 
tlie endeavors of the Council, the 
ratepayers would be able to keep Vic- 
toria on tho pedestal of prosperity, in 
the vanguard of progress as before. The 
increase of the revenue would this year 
admit of the prosecution of many long- 
needed improvements withoiit any spe- 
cial taxation. The reyeuue five years ago 
had been under $100,000. Now it was in 
the neighborhood of SIDO.OOO; and it 
wits estimated that this year it would 
amount to $'2l3,0t)0. He (Mayor Giant) 
was pleased to note that hcitUh of 

the uity had boeii' very'lavpralSTe during 
the year past. The numSor of deaths 
in proportion to the population waa 
smaller than ever before; this being due, 
to a great c.Ytciil, to the elhcient sani- 
tary arrangements. Tho finances of the 
city were ulsc/ in a healthy condition, ll 
wu."! true that the late council had e.>;- 
ceeded their cstiuuitcs in some respects, 
and hud entered upon contracts which 
the present board would have to meet 
the co.Ht of. Still all tho .-works under- 
taken were needed, and the past coun- 
cil's action was, he considered, justifi- 
able. 'J'he indeljtedness of Victoria, as 
compared with her wealth was simply 
nil. No other city in Canada had so 
small u debt in proportion to 
SD substantial and tangible as- 
sets. If it was necessary Vic- 
toria could afford to go still deeper 
in debt in the prosecution of pidjlic im- 
proveiucnlH. All monies spent in pub- 
lic improvonieiits ultimately percobiled 
into the ])uokets of the bu.'iiness men, 
and contriljutcii indirectly or directly to 
the [)ro.sperily of every class of the 
coinuumity. He was anxious to see 
needed public works go on, and new in 
dustieu put in operation, in onler to at- 
tract people to Victoria and keep them 
here with good and profitable employ- 
ment. At no distant d.ay lie hoped to 
see a Hati«factory system of sewerage 
provided for Vic^ria. Aid. Harrison, 
chairman of the 'drainage connnittce, 
wouhl shortly have another by-law to 
submit lo the ratepayers, which he 
hoped would meet with their approval. 
:Sewerage was required and the city 
recognized it. If It was not a fact that

Victoria would soon be compelled to 
adopt some system, ho would advise the 
early puving of the principal streets. 
It would bo bettor, however^ to wait for 
paved streets until the streets had been 
replaced over gopd sewers, The money 
at presout spent in street sprinkling 
and mud scraping Would more than 
meet the intcre^' and provide for tho 
sinking fund - if a loan were 
naked for and' the streets paved. 
Much had been done during the year to 
improve the water-works system; too 
much could not be done until the sys- 
tem was perfected. Everyone was en- 
titled to watei' service, and the better 
the city was supplied with wii.ter, the 
bettor the city would be protected from 
fire. L;i;;t year the city had been par- 
ticularly fortunate in the matter of fiies; 
the record being the lowest in tho 
Dominion, Insurance companies must 
liavo reaped a harvest hero. Now all 
thai was needed to complete tho equip- 
iiicnl of lliu fire department was p 
clieudcal engii.e, which would coat 
aboul .5l!,(X)0, ai,d which, wlien added 
to the apparatus, would make Victoria's 
lii'o protection perfect. 'J'hopolic; ff.rce 
and electric ligliting of the city had 
given general s.itiKfactiori during the 
year past, and lie liiought would do 
e(puilly well in llio year now opening. 
As all knew a system of sewerage, that 
of Messrs. Pickering & Cronipton, had 
been refiiseil by tho ratepayers, and it 
wa.s now jn'olialile that tlie separate sys- 
tem would be submitted for their exproa- 
sioii of opinion. He favored it as the 
least e.xiiensive, most modern and best 
suited to the rc(piiremcnt.s of Victoria. 
Tlie improvements at the Koss liay 
cemetery and at licacon Hill Park were 
touched upon, the latter being especi- 
ally cominendcd, and his^VorshiIl closed 
his udilie.-ii by hoping that the debates 
during llii: year would be conducted in 
a fair and gentlemanly manner, so that 
the city might go on and prosper. (Ap- 
plause). 

Aid. Harrison congratulated .Mayor 
Grant upon his llowjiy langunge, of 
course tlie legislature was n. good school 
of oratory. He did not have as hopeful a 
view of the outlook for the coming 
year, however, as his Worship had ex- 
pressed. He was afraid that no funds 
would be available-'.for tho prosecution 
of street improvements, despite the 
remarks to tho.oontrary, and be wanted 
the ratepayers to know the real posi- 
ti(ni of alfairs. Ho did not want the 
applications for sidewalks and drains to 
crime pouring in, when they could not j 
be met. 

Mayor Grant explained to Aid. Har- 
rison tliat hiB.'caloUtte1;ioM, would not 
exactly meet' .th'e case 'as thoy were 
based solely on the auditor's report, in 
which no account was taken of out- 
standing taxes and other equally good 
assets available. 

Aid. Robertson hoped that tho Street 
coiiiinittee would remember that the 
outskirts of the cit}' ucederl .some atten 
lion; the central pmtion would look out 
for itself well enough. It was in 
the outskirts of the city that the work- 
iiignien were building their homes, and 
they should be aided as much as pos- 
sible. 

Aid. .Smith said that it had been 
staled that curtain sums of monoy loft 
over frniii loans foi' various special 
works, includiug the water works, had 
been placed in the bunk of H. X. A. 
He (AM. ."^mitli) was an.\iiins to know if 
tin; lor.ns were to be rct:ni.:.d to the de- 
parlmeiit.s fn.un '.vhi-h iS-jy ■,. e. e drawn 
to the general revemir;. lie referred 
more particularly lo the .SI."-, 000 taken 
from tliii water works account and 
placed to the credit of the general 
revenue. 

.Mayor Grant replied tlial he could 
give bim no information on the point in 
c|UeHtioii, and Aid. Smith continued to 
condemn the action of the Council for 
allowing any private corporation, such 
as the tramway Co., to ruin the city 
streets. It was unjust to the citizens. 
He enrpiired if the tramway had been 
accepted by the city surveyor. 

That official announced that it had 
not. and Aid. .Smith resumed his seat. 

Aid. Harrison had also something to 
say about tho neglect of the tramway to 
leave the streets in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. He had understood that the line 
had been already accepted by the city 
surveyor,.' .but 'wUr^glad that anch was 
not tho case. 

Aid. McKillican had listened to the 
remarks of the ]iroviou3 speakers, and 
noticed thai lliey had nothing to say in 
regard to the committee appointments. 
He felt ttfat lie had been ignored in not 
having been placed on the street com- 
mittee. The reason he was at a loss to 
determine. He felt that he had faith- 
fully discharged his duties, Mid he could 
not recall any instance wliich he could 
accept as the reason for the insult put 
upon liim. ^'atcs strcoi ward 
had not received its full share 
of the appropriation last year, 
though the two oilier wards received 
their full share.

Judgment was rendered yesterday in 
the .Su[nome Court dismissing the ap 
peal taken by the city of Victoria 
against the decision of the Chief Justice 
upholding the constitutionality of sec- 
tion 37 of the Public .School Act, wliich 
obligates the cities of Viclorhi, New 
Wostinhister, Vancouver and Nanaimo 
to pay one-third of the salaries of the 
public school teachers of those cities. 

The Court of Appeal consisted of 
Justices McCreight, Walkeni and 
Drake, sitting as a Full Court. 

iMcC'reiglit, .J., in delivering judg 
ment, stated the three grounds ou which 
the constitutionality of tho section had 
been attacked. 

1. That it created a discriminatory 
tax. 

2. That the iropositiou was an indirect 
tax. 

3. That it was an attempt to force a 
contract on a municipality without its 
consent. 

As to the first ground the learned 
judge held that it was answered by the 
case of Dow v. Black, L. R. G., P. C. 
282, where the court say : " Tho legis- 
lature is enabled whenever it sees fit to 
impose direct taxation for a local pur 
pose upon u purliculttr locality within 
the proviuce." 

" This i.- a matter of a merely local 
and private nature, and so within proviii 
cial jurisdiction." 

The second objection that this was an 
indirect tax. His Lordship held to be 
met by the case of tbe Bank of Toronto 
vs. Lambe L. R. 12, App. Caa. 575, 
which decides that a tax imposed upon 
a hunk, which in turn may recoup itself 
from its customers is a direct tax, and, 
added His Lordship, "It can make no 
liifi'ereuco whether the parties ultimate- 
ly to pay are the customers of a bank, 
or the inhabitauts of a city. 

As to tho third point, that this was 
an attempt to force a contract upon a 
municipality, it involved a contradic- 
tion iu terms — for taxation — which this 
is, may be enforced, but not 
so tiie making of a contract; 
and there is nothing in the section im- 
peached implying any contract, but 
only contribution. The doctrine of con- 
tribution, independently of contract is 
familiar to lawyers, and the taxation 
complained of is only contribution. 
He considered none of the objections 
urged were tenable, and that the ap- 
peal sliould be dismissed with costs. 

Walkem, .J., thought the case was 
go\ erued by tlie liauk of Toronto vs. 
Lumbe — the section in (luestion imposed 
a direct tax ujion the municipalities 
which could not be distinguished from 
the inhabitants composing it. The 
urgument that the tax was a dia- 
criinatory one waa iuadniiBsible in 
dealing with a provincial legis- 
lature, which, within ita constitu- 
tioniil, limits was sovereign, and could 
discriminate if il chose. (Reg. v. Bur- 
ap, 3 app. Cas. , Reg. v. Hodge 1 1 app. 
Ca.s. ) The coiislitutiou of the States 
of the Union was diirerent, and 
American authorities on this point were 
not applicuble,althc>ugh even if this case 
were to be decided upon American auth- 
orities, he was of opinion that the act 
woald be valid. 

Ilia lordship was clearly of opinion 
that tbe section was witliiu the compe- 
tence of the: local ■legtsUtura^ the 
appeal must therefore be dismissed with 
costs. 

Drake, J., concurred. He considered 
that the only debatable point or ques- 
tion worth discussing was whether 
the tux wns direct or indirect. 
If direct, then tho power of 
the province to legislate was supreme, 
and it was immaterial, so far as its pow- 
er waa concerned, whtlier it discrimi- 
nated or not. Powell v. the Apjiollo 
Candle Co.,L. R. lU, App. Cas., and 
the other authorities quoted were clear 
on this point, and that the tax was a 
direct one wns concluded by Lainbo v. 
Toronto. In bis lorilship's judgment it 
would have made no difference if the 
act had gone on to provide for collection 
from the inhabitants, as the municipal- 
ity and its members were not diflercnt.

In its attempt to damage the govern- 
ment of the province, through the l'\lu- 
oatiou Departinent, the editor of the 
Truth of Westminster is far more amus- 
ing than the editor of the Tiirfts. From 
tho latter we have, regularly served uii, 
every evening, imaginary misdeeds of 
the Education OiBoe, aud we often won- 
der if anybody, except professional peo 
pie like ourselves, reads them. Hdi 
everybody can .lurely enjoy ihe eliilmr- 
ale joke which the editor of the Truth 
■ I has perpetrated. Within this week he 
has issued to iill tho teachers in Brit- 
ish Columbia a nicely printed circular, 
on yellow-tinted paper, containing ten 
questions, all of which exhibit a ilislikr 
of the GovcrnnieiU of Ilnn. John Kub 
son, and more especially an undis- 
guised aversion to - the Education De- 
partment. The whole of the teachers 
in our public schools are asked 
to answer - these ten questions, 
aind tho answers are to lie 
published in the colmiins of the 'I'liilh; 
or at any rate us many of the .iiiswi r.i 
as please the editor will In- {miillMhrJ. 
The^ comeisTijo' funiiie.^i inopusil - a 
proposal that must make the Times 
envious. The teachers are to send in 
their answers, if they st chouse, with- 
out a.nv NAME, ami williiiut any hn.alitj 
being indicated, in order that they 
may be iiui'.o free '•from restraint." 
Now, would anybody of any sense pla 
the : smallest reliance on eviden.n 
gathered into the colunins'of a papor in 
such a niaiini-r as tliis. The teachi;r.-i 
of British Cohimhia, Imili ;^enl leiiien 
and ladies, huvo an exceptionally high 
character, and are not likely to take 
advantage of tliis mean and cowardly 
suggestion in order to endeavor to strike 
at those who are, with themselves, 
working out cduc.uinniil niatlora in tlii-- 
provincu. But lUiip'i.se there aiu ni..\ 
or it may bo two, black sheep, among 
the teachers, or among their friends, 
what is to hinder them to flood the 
newspapers wilb mohs^rQUs mis-state- 
ments, "without name or locality," 
Th<i BtaDf of tlie Truth oflSoe could writi- 
the answers tlicinselveii, or, a far easier 
thiiig would bo to reprint dreary Icaili i s 
of tho Times, put a " nom do plume' 
to each end pass them oif as the 
"opinions of all the teachers of tbu 
country" — "without name or locality." 

It is not very diflicidt to guess who 
Mststad' in springing this suggestion on 
a long-suffering people.

Wli.it were the 
usi^'es of Parliament to him V lie knew 
nothing about them and cared juat as 
little. His ouriosity,mu8t be satisfied, 
or he would know the reason why. He 
had no idea of waiting until the (Jovern 
nient were ready to introiUiee its iiieas 
lire. What would his constitiumt.s think 
of him if he wero i|uiet in such a crisin ? 
I'hey wouhl certainly regard liini aa a 
slothful servant,, who took no. interest in 
a matter which so nearly concerned 
them aa thp redistribution of seats. 
Whether it was against tho rules or ac- 
cording In tho rules he would 
a^k for information and let the 
Government refuse it if they dare. 
Vancouver , , would see that jshey had a 
representative who was not afraid to 
beard the Hon in his den or the leopard 
iu his lair. .So with a flourish he 
wrote his question in the orilei- book. 
"What provision," he asked, "will lie 
made for the eonstitutiou act so as to 
give the City of Vancouver and the 
.Mainland generally representation in 
the House in proportion U> ita wealth 
and industries 'J'he older iiiembers 
when they patted tin; venlaiit Orr on 
the back and said "."-^ork to to thein 
Jim"' got ted in the face with emotion, 
aud rumor says that Mr. fieavsu was 
seizsd with a violetat fit of coughing. 
•Any member of either side 
wlin had the least . capacity for 
T+miking saw at a glance that 
to answer Mr. Drr's ijuestion would 
bo to submit to tho Houao tho 
whole- redistribution, bill- both as to 
principle iind details, and they saw that 
to requiie the Government to do this 
before their nieaauro was prepared was 
simply preposterous. But, it is safe to 
say, tliii*, Mr. Orr had not the remotest 
idea of what his question signified. 
When thSi leader . of the Gorernment 
blandly informed the innocent James 
that he would not get the information 
now, but would have to wait until 'the 
measure was laid before tho House, he 
was not aati.-ilicil. Like tiio simple little 
hoy in the sf^ry, he would have hia iu- 
iormatiou now, he would not wait till 
he got it. Why should he wait, 
'ilher tuemhprs might be so patient 
mil ho spiritless ;is to wait until 
the government brought down the 
ineiisuro it had ]jriimised, but 
as for him, he had no idea of waiting 
until the Qovernment waa ready. What 
would his constituents think of him, 
the i.'lKiniiiiiiii of tlieir rights, the daunt- 
Kios iisseiter ol their claims, if he sat 
\s'ith fohleil liaiiils waiting for the in- 
forniatioi. that they 'Vere so anxious to 
obtain '.' He would make the Govern- 
ment speak. Ue would force them to 
tell him what he wanted to know. He 
would appeal to the Lieut •Governor 
and get him to bring the Loader of the 
I lovornnii'iit and his colleagues to time. 
.\iiil ai'i.'onliii^'ly lie i;ave notice that im 
l.'huraday he would move tlmt a respect- 
ful address would be proaeiiteil to his 
Honor the Lient.-Goveruor, renueating 
him to cause to be placed before the 
House the measure proposed as an 
amendment to the Cfmstitution Aoi, 

etc. He is bimnil that the (loverii- 
inent ' shall not tako their own 
time in this matter, but hcihIs the 
l.ieutenant-Uovernor after ihein with 
a sharp stick to hasten their move- 
ments. Here, again. Mr. Orr has no 
idea that the course ho is pursuing ia 
without a parallel, and that his detor- 
muiation to be coiisiikicMl zimIouh, uii- 
■launted and irrepres^il li- in ihe caui-e 
of his coustitueuts has caused liiin to do 
^vliat no other member . in any -of the 
Legislatures of the whole 'Dominion 
would think of doing. It may gratify 
tliat gentloman to know that he stands 
It the bond of tho unteuchalile incap- 
ibles among Doininion logfalatore. Ho 
may bo pleased to liud that he excels iu 
something. Of course, Mr. Orr's at- 
tempt to noerce the Government will be 
as futile as his attempt to extort from 
tliem inforniation which no reuaonablo 
man would think of asking them to im- 
(■ut liDlore the bill is submitliil to t.lie 
llouHo. If Mr. Orr hrtd tho ' faintest 
idea of the figure he cuts in the eyes of 
those of his constituents who iire in the 
least intclligent.he would moderate his 
zeul. 



A CANDID FHIEND. 

English journals 'are exceedingly out- 
spoken. There is iniong thoni very 
little cf the partisunfihip which we b'.'o 
in newspapers un this sitio of the Atlan- 
tic. A Tory newspaper does not hesi- 
tate to condemn the acts of a Tory Ad- 
ministration which it does not approv» 
of. it often performs tho part of a 
eaniliil friend to the Government. A 
Liberal journal does not think that it in 
waiitiug in loyalty to its party when it 
exposes the blunders and weaknesses of 
its leading men and comtnents severely 
upon their utterances. There is far 
moro independence and more real free- 
dom of speech iu Groat Britain than 
there is in either Canada or tho United 
.States. The following is an instance of 
journalistic frankness which we will 
search for in vain among party journals 
on this continent. The Saturdjiy I\e- 
view, which is intensely Tory in its 
general tone, disoussing the American 
fishery question, sayss 

"It would be so much more honest to 
tell the British Columbians at once that 
Russia and tho United States are far too 
strong to be talked to as if they wore 
Portugal ; thut an outlying.Brltish,, col- 
ony mual nut expect the British.'einpire 
to risk a iiuanol with awkward custom- 
era for its sake us readily 
as il will snub a poor lit- 
tle tifth-ratc bairopoan power. To be 
be sure, honesty of this kind would not 
sound magiianinioua, and might raise an 
ugly feeling in British Columbia and the 
Dominion »t large. Tlie worst of it is, 
however, that the colonists are perfectly 
eapi:blo of seeing the truth, whether we 
put it into worila or not, which again 
leads up to the reflection that it is a aail 
tiling to liavo tho reaponailulily of em- 
pire and not to have the courage to bear 
its burden." 

This looks very like accusing the 
British ( bivernmcnt of pusillanimity— of 
not having pluck enough to assert what 
it knows to be Its rights, when it has a 
strong power • to ' deal with, and of 
being peremptory and' overbearing 
when it has a"^ dispute with a weak 
nation. 

We think that the .Saturday Kuview 
does not do the Governmeut of Great 
Britain justice. Going to war is a very 
serious business and no nation is justi 
lied in taking the position that the 
government with which it has a dispute 
must either accede to its demands or 
light, until all meiuis of coming to an 
amicable settlement are exhausted 
British Cplumbiuns, although they feel 
they have not been well treated by the 
n. other country in the Behring Seadilli 
eulty, are very far from desiring to see 
the di.ipute put to the arbitrament of 
war. They believe that a peaceful 
settlement is possible, but after making 
every, alloiranoB that.they can think of. 
for the diiSoalties of Great Britain'.'' 
position they have become convinced 
that her' Government has not been su 
diligent or so energetic in trying to 
liriiig about such a aettlemeiit as it 
might bo. They would be very sorry 
to be a cause of embarrassment to the 
mother country, but .they believe that 
if the GoYeriiment 'i.took the proper 
course, there need be no embarrassment 
British Columbians are very sure that 
tho Americtm people have no notion of 
aaaerting their claim to jurisdiction over 
Behring's Sea by force of arms. The 
great majority of American citizens »vho 
kuow anything about tho question b 
liove tbit their Guveriiineut liaa i 
right to tho sovereignty of Behring's 
Sea, and tliey do not think that the 
seals, valuable as they arc, worth 
fighting for.- 7hese men,- when the mat 
tor came before the American people, 
would be sure to make their influence 
felt. British Columbians are quite sat 
istied if Great Britain went earnestly to 
work ill the right way the difhculties 
that stand iu the way of the settlement 
of the fishery dispute would soon dis 
appear. They think that the Mother 
Country has been too appetbetic in., the; 
matter, but few of them feel like' re- 
proaching her aa the Saturday Keview 
does. ...
